REPORT  OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

1962-1963 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of 
Stark: 

For  a  Superintendent  long  in  office  two  reports  are 
easier  than  the  others  to  write,  his  first  and  his  last. 
Since  I  have  announced  my  retirement  as  of  August 
15  of  this  year  this  may  well  be  my  last  public  com- 
munication. In  August  I  shall  have  completed  twelve 
years  as  Superintendent  of  your  schools.  A  brief 
summary  of  statistics  will  point  up  changes  which 
have  taken  place:

Surprisingly  enough  there  has  been  no  great 
change  in  enrollment  between  the  two  dates  and  no 
marked  fluctuation  in  any  of  the  in  between  years:

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Besides  keeping  the  buildings  in  excellent  repair, 
running  water  and  toilet  facilities  have  been  installed 
in  both  buildings.  Better  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  transportation  including  conveyance  of  high 
school  students  to  Groveton.  An  efficient  hot  lunch 
program  has  been  established  at  the  Stark  School 
toward  which  the  district  has  raised  and  appropriated 
$400.00  per  year  for  the  past  several  years. 

With  our  present  corps  of  teachers  our  schools  are 
functioning  with  a  high  degree  of  efficiency  consist- 
ent with  the  general  pattern  of  multigraded  rural 
schools.  At  a  considerable  less  cost  they  could  be 
made  to  operate  more  effectively  and  offer  more  and 
better  schooling  to  our  children.  During  the  time  I 
have  been  your  Superintendent  the  majority  of  the 
Board  members  have  been  in  agreement  that  a  better 
arrangement  of  our  school  program  would  be  to  send 
the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  children  in  to  Groveton. 
This  would  offer  an  opportunity  to  bring  the  Crystal 
pupils  to  the  Stark  Village  Schools  where  there  would 
be  offered  three  grades  per  teacher  in  an  improved 
learning  situation.  Besides  a  better  school  program 
the  change  would  save  the  district  $1,500  to  $2,000 
yearly.  Also  if  the  precepts  of  the  Interim  Commit- 
tee's "report  are  accepted  by  the  General  Court  pres- 
sure may  well  be  brought  to  bear  that  may  markedly 
affect  our  State  school  fund  which  this  year  is  $6,- 
803.39. 

However,  the  position  of  the  School  Board  mem- 
bers and  this  office  is  that  the  decision  must  be  made 
by  the  voters  of  the  district.  On  each  of  the  two  oc- 
casions when  the  matter  has  been  introduced  by  a 
special  article  in  the  warrant  the  voters  have  turned 
down  both  propositions.  Parents,  interested  in  the 
school  welfare  of  their  children,  should  still  keep 
working  to  bring  about  this  desirable  improvement. 

Usually  in  the  smaller  schools  it  is  very  difficult  to 
be  assured  of  good  teaching.  Stark  has  been  very 
fortunate  during  the  last  several  years  in  having  good 
teachers  who  have  stayed  in  the  positions.  Mrs.  Mar- 
tin and  Mrs.  Jones  who  have  been  in  their  positions 
since  September,  1953,  continue  to  do  excellent  work. 
Mrs.  Laurence  Lennon  who  began  at  Crystal  in  Sep- 
tember, 1961,  has  done  outstanding  teaching  in  what 
is  now  one  of  the  few  remaining  "rural"  schools  in 
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the  State.  Few  teachers  have  the  know-how  and 
ability  to  do  well  in  a  school  of  this  type.  We  are 
fortunate  to  have  these  three  fine  teachers. 

Praise  should  be  added,  also,  for  your  present 
School  Board  members.  They  are  faithful,  hard 
working  and  very  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
children.  Added  to  her  duties  as  Chairman,  Mrs. 
Miles  also  conducts  a  very  fine  hot  lunch  program. 
They  well  deserve  your  appreciation. 

My  summary  of  the  twelve  years,  and  my  valedic- 
tory is  that  this  is  the  best  year  yet.
